Brig, Gen. Funston, in command of 
tho department of tlie Columbia, In his 
annual report mndc public at tbo War 
Department lind this to say of the enlist- 
ed mnn: "To get and keep a good class 
of men thero must he n nwllcnl increase 
in. the pay of tlio rank and file. There Js 
no disguising tlio fact that recruits are 
obtained with difficulty, and that most 
of thorn are not satisfactory. Few. men 
re-enlist, while tho number of desertions 
and dishonorable discharges Is phenom- 
enal. The government cannot get some- 
thing for nothing. Tho pay of the en- 
listed men of the army Is ridiculously 
small. The wonder is, not that so few 
men enlist and that so small a percent- 
age of them re-enlist after three years, 
but that we^ obtain and keep so many 
really good men as we, do. In many parts 
of the United States Ignorant, unskilled 
laborers, working by tlio day, ; are able 
to save above 'their hoard and clothing 
twlca the amount received by a prlvnto 
soldier on his second enlistment, and ret 
only a small percentage *of these men 
could pass the test In a recruiting office. 
If the pay" of a prlvnto on bis first ■en- 
listment- were mndc to nnproach that of 
a farm laborer, I nm of tho opihlou that 
thero would be'a. sufficient mnnber'oX en- 
listments f of a vory_ superior; class— young 
men from the. farms, who are usnally of 
good physique and haren common school 
education, and are not so much addict- 
ed to intemperate habits as men' recruit- 
ed In. tho cities." 

Congress Will be asked to appropriate 
at tho coming session $102,800,440.34 for 
tho support and increase of the navy 
during the next fiscal year. This Is an 
Increase of more than $23,000,000 over 
the appropriation for tho present year, 
and contemplntes nn expenditure of §23,* 
8211,800 for the construction of new wor- 
ships and $12,000,000 for armor and ar- 
mament -for now .ships. The estimates 
also Include an item of $250,000 for a 
naval training station on the great lakes. 
The earnest doalro of the Secretary of 
tho 'Navy and others who have conferred 
with him upon tho upbuilding of tho 
nnvy for a generous allowance for new 
vessels Is demonstrated in the request 
upon Congress to allow' over $23,000,- 
000 next year for additions to the navy,* 
whereas tho appropriation for new ships 
during tho present year, was only $8,000,- 
000. In other words, Secretary Moody 
will urge Congress to f-rant nearly three 
times as much monoy for now warships 
next year as was nl lowed this year. 

A systematic and ^extensive violation 
of the contract labor law has been dis- 
covered by the Bureau .of Immigration, 
and steps are being taken to deport a 
number of immigrants, some ot whom 
have already arrived nnd others due nt 
New York In a, day or two. Tho Immi- 
grants are Welsh coal miners, .persuaded 
to' come to tho United States' by adver- 
tisements for 3,000 miners, who are 
promised 'from 10 to 25 shillings a day. 
Tho Btireku of Immigration lias collected 
evidence which shows thnt tlio advertise- 
ment was inserted by agents of a Penn- 
sylvania con! company, the miners being 
brought over In violation of the contract 
law. It Is charged Unit the Welshmen 
were lured ou by photographs of the;sur- 
face of tho collieries ami tho best build- 
ings of the town, -.which was described 
as tho "garden spot of America." ' 



Reports which aro daily received by 
the War Department show. that as a re- 
sult of the new regulations for 'small- 
arm firing the men are acquiring won- 
derful proficiency. These regulations re- 
quire the men not only to hit th.a boll's 
eyo' but to estimate distances. up to -10 
per cent of a thousandynrds. lfn ; firing 
outside the target range nt dummies the 
reports state that the results have been 
remarkable,

of $l,00D,p00. A number of petitions 
for corecelvnrs have been filed In court 
1 by stockholders nud others Interested.' 

Although the two companies had no 
Interests In common, their- suspensions 
were closely- related.

Ten lives wererlqst by the covins la 
of the New yosk.,subwny tuunel lntc 
Saturday uight. 'J2rimlnal negligence on 
the pnrt of tlie contractors, it is charged, 
led to dip accld^tf&f Xll the victims were 
workmen, most of them Italians. 

Tlie accident wns tlio most disastrous 
that has occurred in the construction of 
tlie subway. At the point where *iio 
cavc-lu occurred a Bang of twenty men \ Itiinu>]|>h 
were nt work in the tuunel, which Is 
about 110 feet below the surface. Fol- 
lowing three blasts by the drilling gang, 
the root of the tunnel collapsed, hun- 
dreds ot tons of rock falling ond burying 
those of the gong; who could not escape. 

It uf us C. Hunt, superintendent, and 
Richard Ilcyera, general foreman for 
John B. McDonald, the contractor who 
is building the tunnel, were arrested as 
soon ns they reached the scene of the 
disaster, but being experts In tunnel 
work and blasting were permitted to di- 
rect the work of rescue. "Later a magis- 
trate remanded them to tlie coroner, who 
held them In $10,000 bull each.

Find Ancient Scotch- Bridge. 
Laborers engaged In digging a 
trench far the new drain along the 
White Sands recently disclosed an 
arch,, pier and buttress of the Old 
Bridge, which tradition says was. first 
erected nt Deverogllla, though in 1620 
It was reconstructed after having been 
wrecked by the flood.

At nine feet down m the cut- 
ting for the drain tho gravel of tho
